wild ride from clvillwtlon to this unin- 
habited and Tcmoto corner of tho earth, n 
fast and furlourjmiriiuy, and n lucky one 


Probably wo havo beaten all records at 


this seison of tho year. Wo hax'o not only 
made tho south capo of Spitsbergen In 
three dajs from Tromso, but wo havo 
done so lu tho first days of May. Wo aro 
now, onl« our fourth riny frum civiliza- 


tlon, between tho seventy seventh and 
seventy-eighth parallels of latitude, or 
farther north than tho spot at which tho 
Jcannctto was sunk, almost as far ns l)r, 
Kano penetrated nnd nearer tho polo than 
jnnny.of tho early explorers wero able to 
reieh. Moroo»cT,'wo havo had to como 
thus for in order to see a piece of Ice, and 
All the Ico now visible front tho crow's 
nest of the BntfiivaldJarl would not Im- 
pede tho progress of n fishing smack. To- 
ilny wo have a <v»lm SCA, a bright, genial 
sun and a clear way to tho north. To- 
mori-ow, in oil probability, wo shall reach 
our headquarters at Dane's Island, just 
under tho eightieth parallel. Kirely 'nave 
vessels been able to get so far north along 
this coast so cnrjy in tho year. Ncv er be- 
fore, so far na wo know, did ono moke tho 
voyage, ns wo liaic done, absolutely with- 
out interruption by ice. Our American 
luck appn-irs to bo still with us.

But It wna a wild ride. Wo left Trom- 


so Tuesday evening, May 1. Karly next 
morning wo were out of tho fiords to tho 
north and in tho open sea. At S o'clock 
Captoln Botte"«cn reported his latitude 
at TO 32 Bnt long before this most of tho 
members of ourpart) woropalnfully aware

Norwegian fiords for tho turbulence of 
tlio 'Arwtlo sco, As arctic travelers wo 
must a" bo tested, but ns snllors tbo brtsnt 
majority of us have already been trlod 
and found nunting.

Tbo bunks were nearly all filled wlth.suf- 
fcring mortals. Our Norwegian contin- 
gent suffered evnn moro than tbo Ameri- 
can*, nnd uvcn the dqjjB in tho undordcck 
wcro ns miserable ns dogs well could bo, 
refusing nil nourishment nnd filling the 
nolsuuio air of their quarters with tbe 
most piteous whines. T»o of them in 
deed succumbed to tho rluwrs of tho Jour. 
ncy, ond our original pack of 63 has been 
reduced by drowning, by fighting, by 
strangulation nnd too much seasickness I* 
•18. Wo hold no funerals over tho deceased 
There U n great deal of scntlinunt In ore- 
tie work, and but for sentiment no onn 


' would ever cnb<igo in It, but wb wero all 
' too miserable on our own accounts to 


wnsto any* breath over dead dogs

only consolation In this connection was 
that wo havo lost fower animals than wo 
hael expected to lose and havo moro thnn 
enough remaining for our work.

Often, ono 
skipper told us, tho Ico Is formed below 
Boar Island, but those of uswho hoped for 
relief In tho neighborhood of tho rocky 
islet discovered by Barcntz 300 yc->rs ago 
wcro doomed to disappointment. We passed

tho ''Whnlo Fisher's tight." It Is ahoy In 
tho Ice, Indenting from 00 to 100 miles to tho 
north, and has beon followed by tho whole 
flshors ever since Barcntz jnndo known to 
tho world the richness of tho Spltzbcrgcu 
feeding uliHinils. Thl&bav, Is the product 
of tho gulf btrenin, which wnshcs tho const of rhecrfulucss and confidence, 
of-Norway and off Tromso divides into 
"I*t us pledge ourselves now to stand 


two currents ono entering the arctic to 
tho north of Norway und Ihcnco Into tho 
Kara sea, tho other going straight north- 
ward Along tho Spltzbcrgcu coast and glv • 
ing this region a climate inuc.li warmer 
than that of any other land of equal prox 
Imlty to tho polo. Three years out of four 
the whalers have found it iicccssaij to bore 
through more or less Ico to tho north and 
west of Bear Island The. shoot of the gulf 
stn"»ii, after struggling upnn the surface 
against tho colder waters from the north, 
was finally compelled to dive underneath 
its enemy. Cuircntsof different tempera- 
tures do not readily mix ns long: no motion 
"remains n"<l the fpeclflc gruvlt) at tho 
gulf water being considerably givatcrthau 
that of tho polar sco, because moro sn't, 
tho usual riilo of worm water rising to tho 
top In hero reversed, ind tho common re- 
sult is an upper or Ico stratum flowing 
south and n lower,wqunororgulf, stratum 
flowing north and reappearing through 
tho tendency of waiui water to rise off tho 
western const of Sptlzbcrgcn and produc 
ing there early In every )car a rcglr-n of 
comparatively Ico free water. 


Moro potent thnn tho cuutnts in this 


part of tbo nrctlcsaro tbo winds, nnd this 
year they havo .evidently blown for somo 
dnygfroiu the .cast nnd have cl^retl tbo 
Ice away. Several times our skippers wcro 
s- 
.. they could seethe ico kKnk to tho 


north, that yellow tinge I" the horizon 
caused by tho reflection of tbo sun's rays 
.from tho Ico and which Is so unmistaka- 
ble as to bo a great old to arctic naviga- 
tion. But for onco tho skippers wcro mjs' 
token, and we .Billed on hour after hour., 
with a rqlllcklng breeze and a rowing sea, 
and never a kit of ico !aiBu enough to 
mix a cocktail with to bo keen in all tho 
horizon 
No ono unild tell whither tho 


ice hod gone, buf the splendid fact was 
that- It had dlsoppenrcd, nnd wo wcro 
steaming without hindrance through tlio 
_YCry waters whero vvo had most frpected 
troublo end whcro tho Tt halo flshcrehnvo 
in the p-1"^ found it^nceessni-y to wait, 
many a wc^^y week boforo finding pn 
opening. 


Tjist c\cnlngwo »ero enough within 


tho Ieo of tho land, tho south copo of 
Spltzbcrpen lying duo east of UP, to havo 
tho ndvv.ntago of n sea n little less boister- 
ous.

Those of us who remained up until mid- 


night were rewarded with n glimpse of 
ono of tho distant high peaks of Spltzbcr- 
Ke'n 
Only thrco dnjsfrom Tromso nnd 


a glistening <-»p of our promising innd 
deadnhcad: J\ow we ore rewarded vritb » 
mu°h grander *iicctaclc. It Is Hko what 
ono might Imagine ns tho original from 
which modern scene painters draw In 
ratlon for j-roductlon of theirtransfoi 
tlon plctiucs ui»n the stn^o. A little bo- 
TbreTfildnlglit the down hhootlng rays of 
tho sun wero seen straight north over 
SpItzbeTgc'u BctweenthoslMianduswero 
successive curtains of clouds, illumined, 
of courti, from ihc far side, like tho m»h 
curtains used In fairy sccnesof lhe<b<")to. 
Through opening were sights so K.andand 
deep ns to draw the vision and hold it en 
te>pccd and make one think ho wcro look' 
Ing through oil the clouds of this world, 
and the space which Intervene* s before 
the n«xt ono Into the -«tcr-inl. beyond. I 
have no desire, to attempt poetical or sen- 
timental description, but tho i^cctaclo was 
n>n1ly benuiifnl beyond tho power of my 
poorwQrvi* to describe, and in thatdecu 
blup bacbK'Ound so far behind so m»ny 
films of various tinted clouds tho grtAt 
mm •was now and then to bo seen flitting 
in a don jmard course straight fcr tho nil 
snow peaks of Spitzbergen. In tho fo 
tie stood Coptnin Bottelfscn, sextant in 
hand, waiting on oppojlunity to tnto a 
midnight altitude.

Tho 
spcctaclo has parsed beyond tho art of »l-o 
scene painter. Nature phovvs hcc^" to 
bo without rivals. 


An Itftant or two thus and tho sun 


stands still. Itquivcrslu tho heavens ns 
if undetermined whether ,to honor earth 
by a nearer approach. And then it starts 
up nj,alii on .another 24 hour ewccp 
through tho polar sky. Tho sun has set 
and tho sun has risen all in ono glorious 
process 
Ono cloy Is gone. Another is 


here, nnd It Is time to, crawl Into our 
bunks and draw closer 'ho curfn'ns over 
tlio portholes. 


It Is not easy to realize thnt for four 


mouths wo havo bid goodby to night, and 
that tho sun wo aro to have always in tho 
heavens. Tho midnight sun, now so won- 
derful n spcctacto because now to most of 
Us, will soon bo commonplace enough.
